Early School History Was Race With Population 




Started In 1895 With 4 Rooms 
But Forced to Rebuild Twice; 
First Tax Rate Only 4% Mills 

District Now Has 370 Pupils With 
203 in Lower Merion; Budget $117,574 
and Tax Rate 17 Mills 

The history of the Narberth schools begins with the in- 
corporation of the Borough, January 21, 1895, at which time 
there was a two-story, four-roomed school building on a 
lot at the corner of Essex and Sabine Avenues. This prop- 
erty was valued at $13,500 but the court of Montgomery 
County decreed that Narberth should pay Lower Merion 
$8,175.29 for school house and lot. 

The first school board met June-fin at least two of the not very large 
10, 1895. in the Land Office, comer 



Haverford and Essex Aves. Direc 
tors present were: Rev. Philip L. 
Jones, David J. Hunter. Carden 
Warner. C. Howard McCarter and 
J. G. Bucher. The sixth member. 
Dr. W. E. Rotzell apparently re- 
signed at the next meeting and 
was succeeded by C. H. Harrison. 

The newly-appointed property 
committee was ordered to make a 
careful inspection of the school 
property and to report to the 
Board at the next meeting. Chair- 
man Harrison spoke for the Com- 
mittee . . . "found the school in 
bad condition. There was no water 
in the place. The grass was uncut. 
The walks were in bad shape and 
there was a generally neglected 
and dirty appearance about the 
whole building." 

First School Year 
. The first Narberth school year 
opened on September 2, 1895. with 
44 pupils in attendance in charge 
of two teachers. Miss Allin G. 
Plank was elected to teach all the 
eight grades, but before the open- 
ing of school, "in order to attain 
the highest efficiency an assist- 
ant should be appointed . . ." and 
accordingly Miss Maude V. Moses 
was added to the faculty. 

At the end of the first year, or 
in June. 1896, the Board floated 
its first bonds amounting to $12.- 
000. 

The budget set up for this really 
second year amounted to $2,912 for 
expenditures. The tax rate was 4'/2 
mills with a tax duplicate of $3.- 
148.49. 

By October. 1898, there were 121 
scholars enrolled. The following 
year the number had risen to 144. 
taxing the limited capacity of the 
school plant. There were now four 
teachers on the staff and tine 
school had nine grades, instead of 
eight as in the beginning. 
Every Noofc taken Up 

Skipping over the records of the 
next four years and stopping in 
the year 1902-03 when we find 
that there were then enrolled 180 
resident and 38 nnn -resident pu- 
pils, under the direction of five 
teachers.' Up to this time the 
gradually increasing school popu- 
lation had been accommodated 
some how by various expedients. 
Partitions had been constructed

rooms. Every nook of the building 
was taken up. Even the directors' 
room was taken over. It might be 
noted here that it was in the direc- 
tors' room that the first public li- 
brary was established in April, 
1897, when 64 volumes were pur- 
chased as the nucleus of the libr- 
ary. 

Further re-arrangements in the 
already over-crowded school build- 
ing were out of the question and 
hence during the year 1902-03 the 
Board, now consisting of Dr. Philip 
Jones, David J. Hunter. C. Howard 
McCarter, Carden Warner. Arthur 
E. Turner and F. Millwood Justice 
drew up plans for a new school 
building and discussed these with 
the citizens at meetings called for 
this purpose. It seems that the 
citizens heartily endorsed the,plans 
offered by the Board. 

Where should the new building 
be erected? On June 22, 1903. C. 
Howard McCarter was authorized 
to purchase a lot corner Windsor 
and Hampden Aves., 100 x 150 ft. at 
9 price of $2,325. Bids were taken 
for the new building but the five 
bids submitted were rejected, be- 
ing considered too high and build- 
ing was postponed. 

Another Addition 

Just how the large number of 
pupils was accommodated we are 
not told but at the end of the first 
decade of Narberth school history 
the enrollment, in June. 1906. was 
450 pupils with seven teachers. 

Miss Nellie M. Wetherill on the 
faculty list of that day left her 
indelible impress upon several gen- 
erations of Narberth pupils. 

In June. 1906 the School Board 
advertised for bids for tine enlarge- 
ment of the school building. In the i 



debtedness of the School District 
of Narberth to the extent of $58,- 
000. This amount was to pay off a 
floating indebtedness, alter arid 
renovate the old building (includ- 
ing installation of a new heating 
system) and to erect a new build- 
ing. The new building was to be 
an elementary building, erected on 
the school property immediately 
adjoining the old building. It con- 
sisted of eight class rooms and a 
gymnasium with full equipment. 

The alterations of the old build- 
ing were completed for the open- 
ing of the school year 1916-17. 
The new building was opened Sep- 
tember 5, 1917, with elaborate ex- 
ercises. 

The Board consisted of C. How- 
ard McCarter. Will Ridge, Henry 
Rose, Robert Dothard and Carroll 
Downes. Principal William T. Mel- 
choir was in charge of the schools. 
World War I Period 

During the period of World War 
I and in the immediate post war 
era Narberth made an almost 
phenomenal growth in new homes 
and in population, and so a rapid 
increase in school enrollment. By 
1920. the end of the first quarter 
century of Narberth school history, 
592 pupils were in attendance, tax- 
ing to the limit the accommoda- 
tions in the two school buildings. 
At the September meeting of the 
School Board steps were taken to- 
ward acquiring additional school 
ground. The land purchased was 
at the corner of Montgomery and 
Sabine Aves. 

With adequate school grounds 
owned by the school district it 
seemed entirely proper, and really 
essential to provide additional 
room space. But certain difficulties 
were in the way of early allevia- 
tion of the crowding in the school. 
The outstanding indebtedness of 
the district at the time was $75,000 
and with an assessed valuation of 
$2,800,825 the Board was not in a 
position to borrow sufficient money 
for new construction, unless sane 



the voters. Accordingly at the 
September meeting of the Board 
in 1922 resolutions were passed 
calling for a vote on the loan at 
the November election of that year. 
Opposition developed to this plan. 
Meetings of the citizens were call- 
ed and there developed rather 
rapidly a lively merger movement. 
Defeat Bond Issue 

The final result of this agitation 
of that period was that the loan 
was refused by the voters, but there 
came out of the discussion the 
plan followed since that time, 
namely that of sending high school 
pupils to Lower Merion and the 
school district paying tuition for 
their sohooling. On February 26. 
1923, articles of agreement were 
drawn up between the School 
Board of Lower Merion and the 
Board of Narberth helative to the 
sending of about 80 high school 
pupils to Lower Merion the fol- 
lowing September, at the opening 
of the school term. The total en- 
rollment in the Narberth school 
at that time was 681. 

With the senior high school pu- 
pils in Lower Merion the Narberth 
school was able to enlarge its jun- 
ior high school facilities. All was 
relatively quiet on "school hill" 
for a few more years and it was not 
until 1925, the close of thirty years 
of school history when with 602 
pupils in the Narberth schools 
class room quarters were again be- 
coming a bit cramped. Additional 
space for Domestic Science and 
shop work must be found some 
where. Two portable school build- 
ings, a type of school construction 
quite common at that time were 
considered. The problem was solv- 
ed by the decision of the Board at 
the meeting in March, 1926, to send 
the ninth grade to the Lower Mer- 
ion junior high school the follow- 
ing September. 

In writing of school affairs as 
they transpired in 1925 it is most 
appropriate that references should 
be made to the fact that with the 



following year this construction tion were given by a vote of the 



was completed. The addition con- 
sisted of three class rooms, an of- 
fice, a ladies rest room and a large 
auditorium. The entire school plant 
now consisted of seven class rooms. 
Within a few years the building 
was again crowded and by 1913 the 
Board once more took measures 
looking toward further enlarge- 
ment or new construction, but it 
was not until 1916 that the neces- 
sary bonding of the district was 
accomplished. On July 15 of that 
year a special election was held for 
the purpose of increasing- the in-' 



electorate of the Borough. 

In the Fall of 1922 a move was 
begun to ask the voters to approve 
a loan of $165,000 for a new high 
school building. The assessed valu- 
ation had risen more than half a 
million over the value two years 
previous. The indebtedness of 
$69,000 existing at that time to- 
gether with the proposed loan 
would raise the total debt of the 
school district to more than six 
per cent of the valuation of the 
borough, when two per cent is the 



dergarten, established two years 
eailier, but up to this time housed 
in the Community building. The 
arrangement whereby four grades 
were sent to Lower Merion as tui- 
tion pupils proved so successful, 
that when, three years later crowd- 
ed conditions again prevailed in 
the Narberth schools, it was de- 
cided to loan the eighth grade on 
the buses then taking Narberth 
pupils to the senior and junior 
high schols of Lower Merion. In 
1929 the five grades totalled some 
270 pupils. 

By September, 1930,. the total 
enrollment in the seven grades and 
the kindergarten was 442, with an 
increase of 85 pupils. This increase 
in schol population and expansion 
in certain special courses, togeth- 
er with the fact that parts of the 
"pieced together" old buildings 
were antiquated and needed at- 
tention, all served to arouse the 
"building bug" which had long 
lain dormant. Accordingly the 
Board consisting of K. I. M. Pray, 
LeRoy A. King, Mrs. Josie Monks. 
Mrs. Anna Van Auken and Walter 
Steckbeck. early in this year 1930- 
31 discussed plans for the re- 
construction of the old building, 
also known as the Essex Avenue 
building. 

Renovate Building 

In April, 1931, bonds were floated 
amounting to $55,000 to pay for 
the . new construction undertaken 
at that time, and completed by 
September for the opening of the 
school year 1931-32. The entire in- 
terior of the old building was re- 
constructed and the space re- 
allocated, with the final result that 
there was very considerable ex- 
pansion in room space. The new 
auditorium, the manual training 
shop and the enlarged and moder- 
nized cafeteria were all located 
in the basement. 

The additional" room space 
prompted the retention of the 
eighth grade in the Narberth jun- 
ior high school, a plan which has 



district receives less appropriation 
from the State. It calls for a board 
of seven members, instead of five, 
the number in a fourth class, but 
on. the whole this higher classifica- 
tion does not mean many evident 
changes in the running of the 
schools. 

Present Enrollment 

Coming close to the end of the 
first half century of school history 
of Narberth we find many decided 
changes as we compare the system 
of today with that of the nineties. 
The two school buildings on the 
hill house a kindergarten and 
eight grades, with, an enrollment 
totalling 370 pupils; 43 of these in 
the kindergarten. The tuition pu- 
pils in the Lower Merion junior 
and senior high schools number 203 
pupils as of this date. 

The instructional staff at Nar- 
berth numbers 20 teachers, work- 
ing under the efficient supervision 
of W. J. Drennen. principal of the 
Narberth schools for the past four- 
teen years. The school board con- 
sists of: Walter Steckbeck, presi 
dent; Clifford Y. Narragan, vice 
president; Mrs. Lulu W. McCart 
ney, secretary; J. L. McCrery, 
treasurer; Mrs. W. G. Briner, C. H 
Nold and Carl Weihman.

On this 30th anniversary of the 
Borough of Narberth "Our Town" 
lewspaper also celebrates a birth- 
Jay, its 31st. 

This community journal was 
sorn on October 15, 1914 and was 
lired by the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation. Though it was separated 
from the association in 1925, the 
oaper still serves the community 
\s it was meant to do at the time 
)f its inception. 

At the time the paper was first 
JUblished Mrs. C. R. Blaclcall 
served as its editor with W. Ar- 
thur Cole as vice-president and 
general manager and H. C. Gard 
as advertising manager. The first 
edition was entirely sold out four 
lays after publication. 

In 1915 Henry A. Jacobs joined 
the staff as subscription manager, 
and in 1916 he became the pa- 
oer's editor. Following Mrs. Blac- 
iall's resignation Col# and E. A. 
Muschamp became the managing 
iditors. 

In 1925 the paper was purchas- 
ed from the association by Philip 
\. Livingston who was president 
ind general manager. Robert M. 
Cameron served as editor, and 
Thomas A. Elwood was assistant 
editor. Cameron became editor of 
the paper in 1928 and served in 
"This capactiy until 1936. During 
the ownership of the paper by 
Livingston he started the Bala- 
Cynwyd News which was manag- 
ed bv Richard Mawiey of Atlan- 
tic City. In 1930 the paper became 
a tabloid and remained so for 
two years. ' 

Elwood purchas&d the paper 
from Livingston and in 1936 Ed- 
win L. Paxson became its manag- 
ing editor. Following Paxson was 
Howard Morris, -from Hatboro. 
who served for a year. 

Elwood sold the paper to J. J. 
Cabrey, who in 1940 sold it to its 
present owner, George Walker. 
Elwood is now living in California, 
tt-here he publishes a newspaper 
for an aircraft plant. 

For many years serving the pa- 
per as business manager were 
Anna M. Douglas whose sister 
lives at 215 Hampton Ave., Nar- 
berth, and Louise Mozzone, whose 
father is a well known contrac- 
tor. 

For many years the paper was 
orinted at the plant of the Wayne 
Suburban. Before the Suburban 
aiant had its linotype machinery, 

he type was set by the Philadel- 



phia Record and was brought to 
the Wayne plant by truck. Later 
it was printed at the Media News 
plant and the Conshohocken Re- 
corder. Now it is printed at the 
plant of the Norristown Times 
Herald. 

George Walker who owns "Our 
Town," also serves as its editor. 
He is assisted by Miss Helen Fitz- 
pa trick as business manager and 
Herman H. Lesseraux as advertis- 
ing manager.

EARLY HISTORY OF NARBERTH TRACED FROM 1895

to Haverford Avenue, along the Southeastern side of Haver- 
ford Avenue to Narberth Avenue, along the Eastern side of 
Varbcrth Avenue to the Pennsylvania Railroad, along the 
Northern boundary of the Pennsylvania Railroad to Rock- 
land Avenue, there crossing the railroad along the South- 
eastern side of Rockland Avenue to Wynnewood Avenue, and 
then along the Western boundary of Wynnewood Avenue to 
Jhe poinf of beginning. 

During the time it took to organize Narberth as a borough, the 
Narberth Association carried on the work which eventually became 
the duty of the Borough Council. By August 13. 1895, the tax col- 
lector was ready to assume his responsibilities and the Council re- 
lieved the Association of paying the electric, ash and garbage bills. 
On September the Council assumed the responsibility for collectins 
ashes and garbage and maintaining the electric lights. On Decem- 
ber 17 1895, the Association held their last meeting and divided their 
assets, pro-rated $23.27 to each member. The organization responsi- 
ble for Narberth as we see it today was then dissolved. 
Narberth: Its Origin 
Although we are commemorating the 50th anniversary of the 
incorporation of Narberth as a borough, its history goes back much 
farther. In fact, the early history of Narberth coincides with the 
beginning of Pennsylvania. 

On March 4 1681, "Charles the Second by the Grace of God Kit.c: 
of England, Scotland, Prance and Ireland, defender of the faith etc.," 
granted unto William Penn, Esquire, son and heir of Sir William 
Penn a tract of land In America. This land was to be bounded on 
the East by the Delaware River starting at a point twelve miles due 
North of New Castle. 

Penn being unable to use all this land decided to sell much of 
it in lots' of five thousand acres. We are particularly interested in 
the first of these subsequent sellings. 

This first sale of five thousand acres was made to John ap 
Thomas and Edward ap Jones by a deed transferred dated Sep- 
tember 16, 1681. Since neither Thomas nor Jones was interested in 
all of the 'five thousand acres they formed a company of seventeen 
people who together raised the £100 to cover the cost of the land. 
The Land Is Purchased 
Among these seventeen people was a man by the name of Ed- 
vard ap Rees who had purchased one hundred fifty-six and a quarter 
acres at a cost of £3 2s 6d. As this land was divided by lots this 
Edward pa Rees received the land which is now incorporated as the 
Borough of Narberth. 

Of the seventeen share holders only four men i one of which was 
Rees) were among the 40 people who came over on the ship, Lyon, 
captained by John Compton, which arrived at 'Upland on August 14. 

1 fift? 

Much to the surprise of these Welsh they couldn't receive all of 
their land in the same place because of the great desire for land 
West of the Schuylkill. They were therefore forced to take some of 
it in Goshen. Thus, instead of Rees having an one hundred fifty- 
six and a quarter acre lot he only had seventy-eight and a quarter 
acres. In addition to this he purchased in 1691, one hundred twenty- 
five acres from Thomas Lloyd and two acres from Edward Jones, 
making a total of two hundred five and a quarter acress in what is 
now Lower Merion Township. In exchange for the two acres which 
he bought from Edward Jones, he sold land to the Merion Meeting 
and the land on which is now situated the General Wayne Inn. In 
1707. he bought two hundred twenty acres from Robert Roberts, 
executor for Hugh Roberts. 

Edward Rees, although the father of Reese Price and Jane Price, 
willed his land to*his son Rees Price. Rees Price, in turn, the father 
of Edward. John, Ellis. Mary. Margaret, and Jane, willed his estate 
to John. John, the grandson of Edward Rees, fras the father <c 
John, Jr., Joseph, Edward, and three daughters. John Price, by his 
will dated 1792, devised to the three dayghters each one acre of 
land on the end of his plantation on Lancaster Road. To his sor. 
Edward, he gave five acres of land on Lancaster Road; and the bal- 
ance of his estate to his sons Joseph and John. 
Plan Model Village 

The next trace of ownership is shown on Levering \s Map of Lower 
Merion Township dated 1851. which shows the land North of the 
Haverford and Merion Road owned by Ann Price Jackson and Ed- 
ward R. Price. As late as 1913 the Edward R. Price estate owned 
the five acres South of Meeting House Lane, now owned by Albrechts 
Nursery the land bounded by Dudley. Price Conway, and Sabine; 
and the land bounded Barkley. Sabine and Dudley, and extending 
halfway to Wynnedale Road. The land South of the Merion and 
Haverford Road was owned by William Thomas. His land extended 
from Montgomery Avenue to Indian Creek and totalled ninety acres, 

Mrs. Jackson later sold part of her holdings to Mrs. Furey. In 
1887 Mrs Furev sold her fifty-eight acros of land to the Common- 
wealth Title Insurance Company. This estate t'Mrs. Furey's) ex- 
tended from approximately Wynnewood to Iona and from Merion 
and Haverford Road to the land owned by Edward Price. 

Plans were laid for a model village. The streets were to be 
Haverford and Windsor running East and West and Iona. Hampden, 



Grayling, Forrest, Essex, Dudley and Conway running North and 
South. 

Before the laying out of this model village the land South of the 
railroad had become the town of Elm. This name had ^en given 
to the station by William Thomas who had given the ground on 
which the station was built. This real estate development was ex- 
tensively advertised in the Philadelphia Record by the Real Estate 
Investment Company who had salesmen on the ground every day 
including Sundays. Excursions were run from the Broad Street 
Station to Elm, six and nine-tenth miles, for ten cents round trip. 
The exact date upon which Elm became Narberth is 
uncertain, although it is known to have happened in 1892. 
One record shows that the name Narberth was given to Elm 
by George Roberts when he became president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. He, being a lineal descendant of 'the 
earlier settlers of the Welsh tract, renamed some of the sta- 
tions of the railroad, in the Welsh property, for places In 
Wales from which the first settlers had come. One authority 
- says the name comes from the Welsh term Na, meaning not 
aiid berth, meaning beautiful. 

The First Civic Group 
This land sold very rapidly. In a short time, the people who 
had moved there, realized the need for civil improvement. From this 
need arose the Narberth Park Association. This association was 
or°anized in October 9, 1889, with the express purpose that the 
organization was to be instrumental in the fulfilling of this need. 
Although the word "Park" was dropped from the title in 1890, it in 
no way affected the quality of its work. 

The accomplishments of this organization during its few years 
of existence are numerous. Ashes and garbage were first collected 
in December, 1890; street lighting was instituted on November 11, 
1891 Although the first lamps were oil lamps, they were the fore- 
runner of today's street illumination. On March 16. 1893, they were 
replaced by twenty-four 16 candle-power electric lights placed under 
the supervision of the Bala and Merion Electric Light Company, 

The first water mains were laid under the streets in Narberth 
on July 10 1894. Under the Association's supervision, Woodbine 
Avenue was opened in 1891. In 1892 the post office, used by the in- 
habitants of Narberth. was moved from the General Wayne Inn to 
the Elm Railroad Station. ... 

Many of the accommodations that we are accustomed to today 
can be credited to the time when Narberth became a Borough. The 
Board of Health was organized in 1895. The same year »»»)»» 
sewer was laid on Windsor with laterals on all the cross streets, by 
Goodman' and Clothier. In 1896, gas pipes were laid under the 
streets by the Lower Merion Gas Company. For this privilege the 
companv agreed to erect and maintain three street lamps. In 1901 
the -Delaware and Atlantic Telegraph and Telephone Company was 
permitted to erect telephone lines within the borough providing they 
supplied a phone for the use of the Council. In 1901 the houses 
were numbered according to the borough plan. 
Police Protection 
From the time of the incorporation of Narberth as a borough 
until Monday, March 13. 1922, Narberth was under its own police 
protection. In a letter to, the Lower Merion Township. Committer, 
dated January 13. 1922,t he Borough Council offered a proposition 
which was decided upon as satisfactory by the Commission. 

On March 1, a meeting was neld between the police and fire 
committee -of Lower Merion and representatives of the Narberth 
Borough Council. At this meeting candidates for the police force 
of Lower Merion Township were examined by the committee. 
Twentv-three applicants presented themselves from which seventeen 
were selected. Following this meeting Narbrth was advised that de- 
tails would be completed by April 1, on which date the service would 
start. 

The plan arranged was as follows: 

Narberth was to be patrolled by three uniformed policemen of 
the Lower Merion force in three shifts of eight hours each. Four 
call boxes were to be installed at strategic points in the borough. In 
addition to the salaries of the three officers.

The Narberth Post Office which 
had an (inauspicious beginning in 
1892 when it was located in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad station as 
a fourth class office, can be proud 
of its climb through the years to 
a first class office housed in its 
own building. 

Prom the station the Post Office 
was moved to the building now 
occupied by the Nash Realty Com- 
pany and in 1911 it was moved to 
207 Haverford Ave. The Post 
Office was moved to its present lo- 
cation on Essex Ave in 1928. 

The first postmaster was Mrs.

Today the Post Office serves ap- 
proximately 12,000 people with six 
carriers and 16 employes.

In the FaU of 1897 the com- 
pany's charter was received from 
Harrisburg. The first chief engin- 
eer was George O. Goodman who 
devoted a lot of time to the neces- 
sary work of organizing the fire 
department. 

The hook and ladder truck was 
the first piece of equipment pur- 
chased and this is still in service. 
During the early years difficulties 
over housing the equipment and 
securing horses to draw the equip- 
ment were encountered. 

Finally members of , the com- 
pany managed to sell bonds for 
$7,000 which was used to con- 
struct a fire hall and from the in- 
terest on. these bonds came 
enough money to build the ex- 
tension to the fire house. 

In 1813 the new auto combina- 
tion apparatus arrived for the 
fire company with the money 



loaned by one of Narberlfc's civic- 
minded resident*.
